THE WATER REQUIRE¬ 
MENTS OF CROPS 


No Budget Amended—Debate Col 
Lapse— Disposition of High¬ 
way Grant—Railway wanted 
West of C. & E. 


The intimate relationship be¬ 
tween moisture supply and crop 
yields is emphasized in some ex¬ 
periments now being carred on at 
the Doiminion Experimental Farm 
at Swift Current, Saskatchewan. 
In tllnese experiments it is possible 
to measure the amount of mois¬ 
ture used in producing common 
farm crops. 

Farmers in the Prairie Provinc¬ 
es would probably be surprised to 
learn of the enormous amounts of 
water used in producing a wheat 
cr|cfp. During 1924 and 1925 it re- 
ouired oivler 4i0 tons of water to 
produce one bushel of grain on 
sitHm/erfallowed land and 00 tons 
on plowed wheat stubble land. 
For each inch of water used, 2.8 
busSwls tlo* the acre was produced 
the fallowed land and 1.85 bush¬ 
els on the plowed wheat stubble, 
land. This water wtas secured 
from two sources, that stored in 
the soil at time of seeding and 
from rainfall during the growing 
season. For each inch of Wv <pt 
vised. 2.8 bushels per acre werd| 
prrduced on the tallowed land 
and 1.85 bushels on the plowed 
whaet stubble. 

As a rule wet or dry seasons, 
which mean an increase or de¬ 
crease in the moistrre supply, re¬ 
sult in lh(igh or low yields. Last 
rear a yield of 15 bushels of 
wheat per acre was produced with 
7 8 inches of water, of which 3.65 
inches represents the rainfall be¬ 
tween 'seeding and harvest. At 
the same time a dmall plot of 
wheat to which rainwater was 
added as required during the sea¬ 
son, yielded at the rate of 05 
bushels per acre; it required over 
24 inches of water, however, to 
produce this result. Oats and bar¬ 
ley beha've very similar tlo- wheat 
in the use of water. 

Some crops are more efficient 
than others in the use of water, 
that is to say some cn:ips will use 
less water than others in produc¬ 
ing equal yields. Corn and pota¬ 
toes are mmore efficient than sun¬ 
flowers or grain, gfasses and clov¬ 
ers are less efficient.

It had been expected that the 
budget debate, which opened 
Monday with the address of the 
leader of the opposition, J. C. 
Bowen, would continue till Wed¬ 
nesday evening, but it died on 
Monday evening, after one other 
Liberal, W. T. Henry, had spoken 
and four Farmer members had re¬ 
plied to Mr. B/cJwen’s criticisms. 

Other Liberals had been expect¬ 
ed to speak, and Preimiier Brown- 
have wound up the de* 
bate, but tihie Liberals showed no 
inclination t|o> go on, and the Pre¬ 
mier was out of the House that 
evening. This is considelfeirdsO 
ment, and no dissent when the 
budget motion was put. This is 
considered extraordinary, partic¬ 
ularly in a pre-election session. 

In ihiis address on the Budget 
th e Liberal leader doubted the ac¬ 
curacy o'f? the surplus announced 
last year, claiming that had it not^ 
been for the highway grant of the 
Dominion Government being plac¬ 
ed in income instead of capital, 
.and the unusually high amount re¬ 
ceived in 1925 in succession duties 
there would have been a surplus. 
The Government had added $27,- 
OOiO.fW) to the bonded debt in the 
past five years, and had no.fiscal 
policy. He suggested a vigorous 
land settlement policy, and a big¬ 
ger effort to find coal markets. 

Answering the (opposition lead¬ 
er, Hon. Geo. Hoadley said he had 
never listened to su/cJi a melan¬ 
choly and pessimistic address, the, 
publication of which would do' 
harm to Alberta.

Marshall (Liberal, Calgary), Geo.

By careful watering and venti¬ 
lating strong plants will be ob¬ 
tained. 

Hub am, an annual sweet clover 
is more efficient than the bien¬ 
nial vSWeet cliclver. Weeds vary 
considerably depending on the 
variety. Russian thistle requires 
but little water while stink-weed 
uses comparatively large amounts 
The experiments have shown that 
the water used by weeds may 
cause a serious reduction in the 
yield of wheat.
